A Dyspeptic Photographer Rakes

On his stand was found a note, on the 
back of winch was tho following: “I 
wish Mr. H. H. Harris to take charge of 
my iKicketbook, with tho money aud cer­ 
tificates amounting to $950, and hand it 
to my brother, George J. Gies, and oblige 
Charles S. Gies.” 
Tho deceased was a single man, about 
31 years of age, who camo to this city 
from Detroit about two years ago. He 
was the head operator in Ryder’s gallery, 
and was generally esteemed by all who 
knew him. For years past he lias been 
troubled with and suffered very much 
from dyspepsia, becoming very melan­ 
choly and despondent when afflicted with 
i t While laboring under a fit of insan­ 
ity growing out of tile despondency 
caused by the disease, Saturday, he evi­ 
dently determined to take his life, and, 
having the iioison about him, prepared 
his last dose.

•• A workman is known by his tools.' 
A farmer is a workman, amt the infer­ 
ence is plain enough. Tho criterion 
consists both in the selection of the 
tools and in the condition in which they 
are kept. 
We live in a mechanical 
age, in which hand-work has become 
obsolete, and, without machinery, la 
bor is only partly productive. Without 
machinery to help nim a farmer cannot 
successfully compete with other indus­ 
tries which are carried on by means of 
mechanical appliances, nor with those 
of his brother farmers who use machin­ 
ery. Already Eastern farmers feel tho 
irksome competition of cheap products 
raised on large Western farms by tho 
use of sulky plows, sulky cultivators, 
soed-sowcrs and planters and harvest­ 
ers. Aud the Western farmers are 
sorely beset because of the cheap wheat 
crown on the vast bonanza farms of the 
Northwest, where farm machines may 
be seen marshaled in array with mili­ 
tary precision, and where division of 
labor in their use is made available to 
the largest extent Division of labor is 
one of those great industrial levers 
which are used to move the social 
world, aud a farm machine is merely 
an example of the dividing of the farm 
labor among the hundreds of artisans 
who mine the orc, smelt the irou, fash­ 
ion it into plow-shares and fit it into the 
completed plow. All these men work 
for and with tho farmer to help him 
low and plant and reap and carry his 
arrests to market. Considered in this 
light, the subject of farm machinery 
may well be of the greatest interest to 
a fanner, and in considering it we may 
find it useful first to take a cursory 
view of what mechanics arc doing to 
provide machinery for the farmer, the 
profit of using machinery, and how it 
should be used. • 
The list of farm machinery provided 
by the brains and hands of inventors 
for farmers1 use is a long one, if we 
should enumerate the whole. Of plows 
alone we have a vast array, but of this 
a large portion has become obsolete. 
It is a drawback to the great advan­ 
tages we enjoy that new improvements 
arc continually being made, and the 
plow of last year is displaced by one 
of tho present But every good thing 
has its dark side, and the luscious

After an 
attack of colic the horse should not be 
used for work that day or tho foilowi 
twenty-four hours, and he should be fc 
lightly on easily-digested food. Feeding 
the horse continually a wholo winter on 
dry food, is wrong. On such feeding a 
horse should have a bran mesh at least 
twico a week, and salt should bo con­

The three brown stone edifices that 
Mr. William H. Vanderbilt is crcctin 
in Fifth avenue, between Fifty-first an 
Fifty-second streets, will cost more than 
$1,600,000. 
The structure on tho Fifty* 
iirst street corner is for the railroad 
ring’s own residence, and will be more 
elaborate and costly than tho others, 
which are for his daughters, Mrs. Elliott 
Shepard and Mrs. William D. Sloane. 
The three houses make a wall of brown 
stone over 703 feet in length and CO 
cot in height. In stylo they arc de­ 
scribed as boing pure Greek Renaissance. 
They arc connected by a corridor 2G 
feet IO inches by 81 feet, and the first 
story can be so thrown open as to make 
one building of the three in the event of 
a large reception. But above the first 
story the houses arc isolated. Tho 
brown stone walls, which are backed 
up with brick, arc not mere brown 
stone fronts; they are the same all 
around. Tho roofs arc tiled, and the 
three houses arc os nearly fireproof as 
can be where ornaments of wood are to 
be Introduced. The wood In Mr. Van­ 
derbilt’s own house Is to bo chosen 
from the choice woods of all tho world, 
and to be fashioned by the most skill­ 
ful carvers both of Europe and Ameri­ 
ca. Three cabinetmakers have con­ 
tracts in connection with the railroad 
monarch’s house. One of the contract- 
is a house in Fails, 
details of Mr. Vanderbilt’s house 
are not all known even to the archi­ 
tect, Mr. John B. Snook, for the owner 
has for months past been buying what­ 
ever suited his fancy, to be introduced 
at his pleasure. For example, on his 
latest visit to Paris he bought some 
costly ceilings, that are to bo put in 
French artists who will cr< 
antic with them. 
His front 
are to be the costliest in the 
Western Hemisphere, being the famous 
Ghibctti gates, which ho bought re­ 
cently in Paris, paying $20,000 for 
them.

The mounds builder was an agricul­ 
turist, as we find by tho ancient garden- 
beds and bv his Implements. 
He had 
a tool which, if it were not a hoe, was 
simply made in vain. 
He made and wore garments of cloth, 
for we have seen fragments of tho 
shroud that enveloped his form and the 
stone shuttle that was used in weaving 
the material. 
The fact of his having 
and using these articles necessitated 
the cultivation of fields, and tho neople 
who woro cloth garments would live in 
comfortable houses that were probably 
made of wood in this region and adobe 
in the South-west. 
Ile was not a roam­ 
ing or a restless being, tor ho had 
venerated sacred places and favorite 
localities for residences, which were 
generally near some river or lake. 
His 
bill of faro varied, no doubt, but he was 
fond of fish, for his fishing-spcars are 
found in great quantities near the sites 
of his villages and in tho beds of tho 
streams ho frequented. 
Ho not only 
used spears, but also had seines, for tho 
sinkers are often found on the shores. 
Ho was not low or groveling in Ilia 
tastes, for among the thousands of ob­ 
jects recovered from the mounds but 
one single specimen borders on the ob­ 
scene. He was industrious, for his 
works indicate many weary daj’S of 
labor, not only on tho mounds bat on 
objects that were evidently designed to 
embellish his temples, decorate his per­ 
son, or adorn his nome. 
He loved his children, and in one re­ 
spect at least they were liko our own, 
for they had their toys—tiny stone 
hatchets, no larger than a big man's 
thumb-nail, fashioned with the same 
skill that characterized those made for 
hard service. 
He had a system of hieroglyphic or 
picture writing by which he communi­ 
cated thought or kept a record of 
events, as evidenced by tho stone slabs 
of Davenport, the tablet from Grave 
Crook and the inscribed stone of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
He had a knowledge of practical sur­ 
veying, for his elaborate works at New­ 
ark and Marietta aro laid out with pre­ 
cision; the squares and circles, em­ 
bracing acres in extent, arc accurately

His religion was superior to that of 
most idolaters, for his divinity was an 
exalted one—the most powerful mani­ 
festation of benignity that was present­ 
ed to his mind, for it was the sun. 
He did not depend on the slow method 
of conveying nows by carriers, but 
Hashed his signals from mound to mound, 
miles apart. 
He made his own pottery out of a 
substance formed by the union of clay 
and powdered shells, and the articles 
produced were good; he hail a taste foi 
ornamentation, and sketched fanciful 
designs on tho vases that held his food 
and tho pipes in which ho smoked his 
tobacco. Ho cultivated com and loft 
that as a legacy to the Indians, who in 
turn transmitted it to us; ho was not, 
however, so far advanced in civilization 
as to make whisky out of it, and right 
here we file our claim of superiority 
ovor tho mound-builder. 
Ho loved dis- 
E 
iay, for we have his baton of office, a 
ighly ornamented ax of green stone, 
made entirely too frail aud too beautiful 
to have been employed in crushing 
skulls. 
H o was a mechanic; no modern 
stone-cutter could shape a flint arrow­ 
head of such exquisite beauty and in 
such true proportions. Ho was a wood­ 
chopper, for we have his great stone ax 
weighing twelve pounds, and which to­ 
day, if properly adjusted to a handle, 
would do good execution. 
He was a miner, for we find his de­ 
serted mines on Lake Superior and bls 
stone tools just as ho left them in tho 
shaft. He was a social being, for he 
lived in villages; religious, for ho of­ 
fered up sacrifices to the sun; affec­ 
tionate, for ho was sometimes buried 
in the samo mound with his children, 
and a believer In immortality, for his 
choicest property was often placed be­ 
side him in the grave that ho might en­ 
joy It in tho land that was as mystery 
Qua to him as it la to us. 
Before (dosing this branch of the 
subject another paragraph might be 
added which will throw some light on 
points that are important! 
In con­ 
structing works, such as we bavo de­ 
scribed, there is implied a system of 
labor aud tho employment of such a 
large number df persons as to pre­ 
clude the idea that they could have 
been fed on the spoils of the chase 
alone. Barbarians construct no per­

His Creditors Seem Moro Anxious to 
Bee Him Than He Does to Bee 
Them.—Ile Appears at Last. 
Quite a little flurry of excitement has 
been caused among tho fruit merchants 
on South Water street, Chicago, J by tho 
sudden disappearance of J. W. Manning, 
and the flurry reaches Janesville, as ho 
has lived here for years, aud has many 
friends and acquaintances here. He has 
for some time been a fruit broker in Chi­ 
cago, having bis ollice at No. 131 South 
Water street, and the account of his op­ 
erations is thus given by tho Inter Ocean 
of Saturday last: 
Until recently Mr. Manning dealt with 
his creditors in a perfectly fair manner, 
acting as a broker between dealers and 
outside consumers, shipping on orders 
from which he realized a fair percentage. 
Ho came down town last week somewhat 
discouraged, as it is now stated, and 
commenced filling orders very extensive­ 
ly. Ho operated entirely without capi­ 
tal, putting up no money for goods re­ 
ceived, trading wholly on tho orders ho 
received from outside parties. Saturday 
last Mr. Manning disappeared, and his 
clerk, James Morrison, a young man, 
declared that ho was sick. A few days

with 
no 
concern 
for 
tho 
creditors, 
but

prolonged absence of Mr. Manning and 
b’s failure to make returns excited the 
suspicions of many, especially Mr. A. L. 
Tucker, who was a creditor to the extent 
o f 81.600. 
GONE OUT OF TOWN. 
Inquiries were made, aud it was learned) 
first, that Mr. Manning was with a friend 
near Linden; second, that tho clerk was 
regularly storing away tho checks and 
drafts that camo in a payment for tho 
goods—mostly green fruits shipped on 
orders. Thursday, at noon, young Mor 
risou departed tho city for Linden, tak­ 
ing with him tho drafts, etc., which it was 
learned he had turned over to Manning. 
The creditors then set about putting a 
stop to further proceedings, had tho de-. -

livery of mail to the office stopped, and | d o n fc m ak e a n y d iiie re n c e w heth- 
endeavored to learn how much they 
were “ in.” It was computed that Man­ 
ning had got tho better of them to the 
extent of $10,000.
